Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 

Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§1.111,1. 135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- Application Number (Series Code and Serial Number) 

- Name of applicant 

- Name of examiner 

- Date of interview 

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any interview should include at least the following applicable items: 

1) A brief description of the nature of any exhibit shown or any demonstration conducted, 

2) an identification of the claims discussed,

(The identification of arguments need not be lengthy or elaborate. A verbatim or highly detailed description of the arguments is not 
required. The identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature or thrust of the principal arguments made to the 
examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.)

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: During a telephonic interview, Mr. Curtis brought up to the 
examiners attention that while claims 17-20 were cancelled by examiner's amendment in the last Office Action, the 
attorney of record had only authorized cancelation of claims 7-16. However, this leaves claims 17-20 lacking proper 
dependance (improperly depending upon a cancelled claim 16), and applicant elected the claims directed to a 
semiconductor product. After reviewing the record the examiner realizes that the original restriction improrly included 
claim 16 in the method group. The appropriate restriction requirement is: 

I. Claims 1-6 are directed to a semiconductor device, classified in class 257, subclass748 

II. Claims 16-20 are directed to a tool, classified in class 425, subclass 263+ 

III. Claims 7-15 are directed to a process of making a semiconductor device, classified in class 438, subclass 1 + 

See that Inventions I, II and III are related as process of making, product made, and tool. 
See (MPEP j 806.05(f)). In the instant case the apparatus of Group I as claimed could be made by 
coating the device with the resin and then molding it instead of injecting the resin into maW\«Jl^ 



the mold. Also, see that the tool of Group II as claimed could be used to make or mold a devic&Q iff erent than that 
claimed in Group I, such as a device that does not have a wired substrate with a cavity in a "pre-determined" position. 
See, therefore, that the tool of Group II can be used with an apparatus made by a materially different process than that 
of Group III, such as coating the device and molding it, as explained above. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 

acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 

for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Currently, claims 1-6 are allowed and claims 16-20 are drawn to a tool that is patentably distinct from the invention of 
Group I, and can't be allowed for the same reasons. Therefore, claims 16-20 cannot be rejoined and allowed in this 
application. During this telephone conversation, Mr. Curtis agreed to let claims 16-20 remain cancelled so that claims 
1-6 can be passed to issue. Since the Notice of Allowance issued 10-15-2003 correctly identifies claims 1-6 as being 
allowed, this Notice remains in effect and a new Notice of Allowability will not be issued. 
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
